10th January, 1883,— Letter from Provincial See 
rotary to tho British Columbia Board of 
Trade :- 

"8n<;— A copy of tho resolution passed by tho 
Board of Trade, rc the withdrawal of llio Ocean 
.Mail subsidy between this I'l-orinco and Sau 
Eranciaco, was duly roculved, and the matter 
having been boforo tho o.\cuutivo, a minute, 
tlioraughly protesting agaiiibt such a step being 
taken without tho concurrence of the Province, 
was uassod, and the following telegram was dis 
patched to tho Honorable, tho Secretary of 
State by ilisHonor, tlieLisutenant-UoTernor :

Tho {{reat event of yesturdny was tho 
Pnine-Uall boat race, nlmust tiiu sole 
topic of conversation during tho day be- 
ing tho merits of both seulleva. 

rALNE THE FAVORITK. 

Paine was greatly tlie favorite, and 
Belli being a comparative stranger and 
his skill as un oaranian almust unknown, 
had fow backers in this city. Yictoriaiis, 
gmieralljr,, preferriufi^'to plueo thuir moiuiy 
on tho local man, Oonsiduiing tho intur- 
ust inaiiifostGd in the race, but littlu 
iiioiiey clmiigod Imnds on the result, iiol- 
with.standiiig that odds were freely ulFurod 
on Paine. Tho race was witnessed by 
about 700 apoctatora, a fair iiioportiuii of 
ladies being amongst this number. About 
100 people froiu .the city left for tho 
scene of tho race by the 8:20 train, a like 
number being present from A^maiino aiul 
Wellington; but the majority of the 
crowd loft Victoria hy the l-!:50 
train, four pasac'igcr cars buiti;^ woll 
lillod. Rain coiuiueiicod to fall :is 
the train left the station, and ciuitinued 
until Shawuigan Lake was reached, whtu 
there was a steady down-pour, and it was 
thought the race would have to be po.st- 
poned. About 2:30, hinvover, the sky bo- 
came clearer, and shortly after the sun 
sluinu out gloriously, tlio iiir being deli- 
oiourily to A aftor tho heavy Hliuwcrs. A 
slight breeze prevailed, making the sur- 
face of the lake rather lumpy, but not 
sufBciently so to seriously interfere with 
the scullers. 

The hour sot for the race wa83:30p.iii., 
and as this time approached the excite- 
ment began to increase. 

THE JUDGES AND STAMEB. 

William Paine's judges were Aldoniiaii 
liraden and Mr. .1. K. JIcKenzie, and 
Harry Ball's were Mesara. T. O. Allen and 
Jas. It, ' Farroh; Mayor Granfi be 
ing chosen starter and referee 
!iy unanimous consent of all parties con- 
cerned. Paiiio's oulora were w-hite, and 
Ball's dark blue. The course had pre- 
viously been surveyed and staked, the 
.starting poing being at tho northorn etui 
of the lake, and tho turning point a mile 
and 'a half dowii the lake in a southerly 
ilirectibn. — Siiortly aftisr 3 o'clook Messrs. 
Jiradon and Farron loft for tho turning 
|)oint, whero thoy roinuincd until the 
contestants were on tho lioiiKistretch 
Mayor Grant, Messrs. Alien and HcKoii 
zie, and a Coloni.st representative were 
stationed in a boat at the starting buoys, 
and all being in readiness a signal was 
given for the men to got into their boats. 
At 3:30 Ball left tho landing-place, fol- 
lowed shortly after by Puiiie. Bull wore 
a dark blue sleeveless jursey and liiose 
knee-breeches, Paine being similarly at- 
tired, with the exception that his jersey 
was white. When about one hundred 
yards from the shore, Ball's left rowlock 
(snapped clean off the outrigger, jerking 
the oar out of his hand and leaving him 
helpless in his shell. A couple of bouts 
prtiiiiptly rowed to his assistance, when he 
was convoyed ashore and steps at oiicu 
taken to replace, the . broken rowlock. 
This occasioned aomo delay in the time of 
starting, but at 4:15 repairs were efFected 
and Ball again entered hia shell, when 
both men pulled slowly towards the start- 
ing place. Messrs. Allen and McKenzie 
tossed for position, and the toss resulting 
in favor of Ball he chose his position 
nearest to thd ieaBtem'Bhore.

A GOVERiNMENT PUBLICATION. 

The Dopartaient of Agriculture has 
just issued an interesting volume of 
statistics prepared by Mr. George John 
son, the government statistician. They 
are arranged in the form of platea and 
many of them are very curious. One sot 
indicates the licjuor consuuiptiuu of the 
Dominion. It appears from this that On- 
tario drinks three times more beer than 
spirits; Quebec nearly us much spirits as 
beer, and New . Brunswick and Pruicu 
Edward Island more ' spirits than beer 
In 1874 the people ' of Canada drank 
two gallons of spirits per head, but in 
1887 they drank less than one gallon per 
head. On the other hand the consump- 
tion of beer has gone up from two to 
threo gallons per head since 1878. In the 
use of tobacco British Columbians are 
the moat persistent, and Prince Edward 
Islanders the least. Canadians use on an 
average three pounds of tobacco per head 
annually. i, ;.. 

BBPBiBSENTATION IN THE CABINET 

Whatever claims British Columbia and 
the prairie section of the Dominion may 
have to representation in the Cabinet — 
and they are certainly of a subatantial 
nature-^BUoh ■ claims cannot gain nuicl 
from Sentktoi^ Mclnnes' advocacy of them 
The other day in ^he Senate ho had a 
good deal to say on the question, declar 
ing il; as his opiuipu that the Government 
cbuld' hot" be'ialthUiar with' the'^ wants and 
wishes of these western provinces except 
by having about tho Council board men 
who came directly from these [jarts of tli 
Dominion. Replying, Senator Abbott 
said it was evident that the gontleinai 
who had put tho enquiry had a wrong 
idea in regard to the conipositiuii of tho 
Cabinet. The Privy Council was not 
merely a crillection of oflicers appointed 
by the Premier, but a body of men of 
ability enjoying the confidence of, the 
Houses of Parliament. ' No ddubfc there 
a sur'6'of fcaciiiind^i^tanding that, eve)y- 
thing else being equal, members of the 
Cabinet are chosen so as to have its mem 
bora thoroughly representative of the 
various parts of the Dominion. Men of 
influence in various ])rovinces weri 
chosen, ljut no hard niid fast ruU) of tin 
kind wliich the hoii. f^iiutleiiuui'.s pro 
posal would amount to could bo accepted 
The adoption of any such rule would 
strike at the; jroot . of: cresponsible govern 
ment ' Finally^ as a'^^member^of the Privy 
Gouncilj he isduld kiof disclose what actio) 
that body would take im^ any matter. 

. A, MILITAEY CBlTICi. 

The attention of the British public ii 
directed to the defenceless state of Lon 
don by Sir'Edward ' Haihley, 'brother of 
the Hon. Wymdhd'Hamloy of this city, 
in the May inimbor of the Nineteenlli 
(.'r.iitnnj. It ia tlie o])inion of General 
llaiiiltiy that "cotiaiderud aa a vitiil jtoint 
in a tlieatrc of war the position of London 
ia most perihjua." lie believes that too 
mucii contidenco has been placed in the 
"silver streak," wliioh separates Great 
Hrit.viu from the uiaiuland.- If an enter- 
prising enemy should effect a landing on 
thu coast of England, an event which, in 
the present state of the British navy, he 
regards as by no means impossible, Lon- 
don would find itself in great danger. "A 
\nr<j;o extent of our shore," says the gen- 
oral, "tho coast of Essex, Kent, Sussex 
and Hampshire, presents landing jiluce.s 
at an average distance of seventy mil 
from tho nictropolis. Ashore at any of 
these, tho invader would be (tnly four 
niaiches from tho suburbs. Thua no 
sooner has the enemy landed than tljc 
capital is imniiuontly threatened." The 

.. general sketches a plan of defence for 
^ London, and recommends tho training of 
the volunteers with a special view to 
carrying it out. But, though a soldier, 
his principal dependence Is on tho navy. 
The coast should bo so guarded that thu 
enemy could not land. "Britain's best 
bulwarks" are in these days not "her 
wooden walls," but her ironclads, her 

• steel cruisers, and hor torjjedo boata. 
The science of naval warfare may bu 
now said to bo exact. Exiiorta can toll 
with almost matliomatical accuracy what 
force is required to overcome a given re- 
siataiioe. It ia possible to make tlie coast of 
Groat Britain impregnable. The whole 
question resolves itself into on6 of expend- 
iture. The London Timet, in.commenting 
upon General jSamley's article, asks why

It is a subtle 
subject of speculation what would have 
been tho present state of Canada had 
Francis been elected Fuiperor instead of 
Charles. In hia preface the author re- 
gards as interesting the first French col- 
onization of Canada hy the Cliovalior 
.lehan Francoya do la Roque, Seigneur of 
Roberval, in Picardy. Ilia comuiisaions 
from Francis I. gave him authority, as 
Lieutenant-Genenil of tlie King, in Cana- 
da, Ocholaga, Saguonay and countries ad- 
jacent. Little is known as to the details 
of his enterprise, in fact, so little, that one 
Thevet, who professes to have known him 
personally, says ho was assassinated "near 
the Innocents." It seems cortain, how- 
ever, that he was lost at sea.

My own action has 
beon limited to tho discontliiuuneo ot ti mail 
service, which, considered as a means of postal 
coininuiileatlon, has ceased t» have any valuo 
at all comiuensurato with its cost. 

I ob- 
serve, seoin to bo of opinion that tho pre.scnt 
tiuio is very ill-elioson foruH'ccling an economy 
in this direction, iiia.-.ninch as t he total cost iif 
mail conveyance in the Province of British Col- 
umbia, according lo the latest printed returns, 
only exceeds the total revenue (roni tho .sale of 
postage stamps by St^l.P.iH -i he figures standing 
*121,fll8 for expenditure and $.i7,li'0 as an oll'set 
of rovemie; wliereiui. In tho year 1874 there was 
a balance against tho province upon a similar 
coiiiparison, ot nearly S!)l,t)O0. 
"Upon this 1 have to remark:— 
"1. That tlio tlgures quoted liy the sub com- 
mittee embrace onlj- ilireo-iiii;irters puyimuit 
for railway service, and that to get a correct 
estimate of tho annual outlay uixler this head,

That the expenditure for mail conveyance 
within tho province does not reiuesent Iho 
whole outlay for poHtiil aorvko, which also in- 
cludes the important item of postmasters' salar- 
ies and various luiscollaiiuous disbursements.

THE ALLEGED MURDFiR. _ 

The Charge Against Frederick 'Westnldge m»- 
iniSRed-CharlM Hmey l)isebarG:«a 
Crom-Cnstody. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock yesterday iiiorii- 
ing Mr. Johnson, S, M., took bis seat on 
tho bench at the jirovincial court to hear 
further evidence in the case of Frederick 
Westnidgo, charged with tlie murder of 
Samuel W. Hall. 

Supt. Boyoraft conducted the prosocu- 
tion and Mr. W. J. Taylor ajipeared for 
the prisoner. 

Chas. Pagdeii, sworn, said — I live at 
the Victoria Gardens, near the Gorge; 
remember the afternoon of Ajnil oOth ; 1 
did not know Samuel Hall, but recogniza 
accused as one of the party in a boat on 
that day; about six o'clock, OU tho even- 
ing in <|ueatioii, 1 saw a boat coming down 
the arm; the tide at that time 
was running up pretty swiftly; saw 
two men and a woman sitting in 
the stern of the boat and tho decoased, 
Samuel Hall, was sitting amidships pull- 
ing; the boat was very high in the bows 
and the people were tuking verv loudly 
which led me to think that they had had 
too much whisky; I went down neai tho 
water and sat on a benah; they made two 
attempts to got through the tJorge, but 
drifted back agahi; tho third time they 

tried. Hall said, "d nit, if you steer 

me, 1 can pull through," and " steer me 
over towanls those rooks."' I then jumped 
up and ran towards the bridge to caution 
tlioin to trim tho boat, but when I got 
there 1 could notseotliu boat; went across 
tho bridge and looked down and saw a 
man and woman in tho boat which was 
full of water and keeled towards uiid- 
streani; the boat was on a rook; I then 
ran down a bank aud saw a luan. standing 
with his arms around tho woman, holding 
her; alio said. " My God, 1 shall be 
drowned," and 1 answered "of ccjurso you 
will, unless you come this way:" she came 
u little nearer to me and 1 made 
a grab for her, caught her by the 
clothes and pulled her towards the 
shore, so that I could get a hold on tho 
boat; got the boat well up and the man 
stopped ashore; prisoner was standing 
around the rocks further along; tried to 
get the wommi to stand up, but she 
seemed too drunk and could ncjt stand; I 
lot her sit down in a foot of water, and 1 
then asked the man, who was in the boat, 
where the third man was and he said, "1 
don't know whore ho is," 1 said, "You 
must know whore he is, as he was with you 
in tho boat." I then looked up tho stream 
and saw him rise; he began swimiiiiiig 
against the current and his body was very 
high out of the water; told him to turn 
round and swim for tho shore, but lio 
took no notice of what I said; 1 ran up the 
bank and asked Marshall if he had a boat 
as a man was drowning; the boat had 
drifted oil' tho rocks and 1 could not use 
it; Marshall said ho had no boat; I saw 
no trouble between tho parties; prisoner 
was only upbraiding them for not steer- 
ing; tliey did not stop at my place; saw 
the woman afterwards sitting on the 
bank; had no conversation with 
lier; she was unable to stand 
and was helped up the bank; she was act- 
ing as. though she was drunk and "was sit- 
ting down wringing her clothes; I boliovo 
the Woman was drunk aud that the wlitde 
party had beou driukiug; found the body
